EDITORIAL — 


~ Canadian n Citizenship 


A problem which has long — con- 
fronted Canada, and which it has 
been the aim of all governments, Do- 
minion and Provincial, for the past 
quarter of a century and more to 
solve, has been how to secttre and 
retain population. Governments in 
the past have, unfortunately, devoted 
more attention and spent inore money 
In endeavoring to secure population 
than they have to retaining that pop- 
ulation when secured, and more par- 
ticularly to retaining in Canada our 
own Canadian born, 

With enormous unsettled tracts of 
land only awaiting settlement to be- 
come productive and wealth-produc- 
ing, the Dominion government adopt- 
ed a free homestead policy, created a 
most extensive immigration depart- 
ment, and spent millions in advertis- 
ing and other propaganda to induce 
people in all countrics to come to 
Canada. For years these efforts 
met with little success, and the re- 
curring decennial censuses: revealed 
the fact that Canada was not even 
retaining its own natural growth in 
population. 

Naturally, but nevertheless unwise- 
ly, governments at Ottawa and in 
some of the provinces, both” Liberal 
and Conservative, in their efforts to 
secure immigrants neglected to ex- 
ercise care in the matter of quality 
pf new Canadian citizens and devoted 
“their energies to obtaining,.quantity. 
This led to the granting of excep- 
tional privileges to variotis sects and 


groups of people, and conferring upon} 


them exemptions from the discharge 
of national duties which all British 
and Canadian born subjects were cal- 
led upon to fulfill, Exemption from 
military service was granted; special 
privileges in regard to language, edu- 
tation, and peculiar religious beliefs 
ind other national customs were free- 
ly given, and the right to live in iso- 
lated communities apart from other 
titizens was not only admitted, but 
even encouraged. 

As a result of these policies, Can- 
ada has received thousands of people 
who claim, and have a legal and 
treaty right to claim, special rights 
and privileges which are denied to 
Canadian born citizens. Even  be- 
fore the Great War thoughtful Cana- 
dians, anxious about the future wel- 
fare of their country, were becoming 
seriously alarmed over the resultant 
situation, and it only took the Great 
War, with all it demanded of patriot- 
ism, sacrifice and service on the part 
of Canada and its people, to arouse 
the whole nation to the danger which 
threatened its future if these policies 
were persisted in and Canada _ be 


— 
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came the home of numerous and evet 
increasing groups of wunassimilated 
races adhering strictly to the lang- 
tage, customs, passions and  preju- 
dices they brought with them from 
foreign lands. 


It is no use merely lamenting over 


the mistakes of the past. At - the 
tinté these policies were adopted and 
put into effect they were approved 
by parliament and a majority of the 
Canadian people. Nor is it right to 
blame these non-British born people. 
Ganada invited them to come here, 
and of her own free will granted 
them special rights and privileges in 
the event of their coming. As a na- 
tion we must honorably live up 
the agreements we then 
the pledges we gave. 

But all such agreements and und- 
ertakings should be terminated forth- 
with, and should not apply to 
future immigration to this ‘country. 
From this time onward Canada’s pol- 
icy should be absolutely against 
granting special privileges on confer- 
ring special rights on any individual 
or class of individuals, “Special priv- 
ileges to none” must be our watch- 
word. All Canadian citizens should 
enjoy equal rights and equal privi- 
leges, and should be called upon to 
assume equal responsibilities; there 
should be no exceptions. Further- 
more, all residents of Canada should, 
while they are residents of this coun- 
try, be Canadians pure and simple 
and nothing else, without special 
privileges, exemptions or favors — of 
any kind. 

Every resident of Canada, whether 
he be Canadian or British born, or of 
alicn birth, should be expected and 
required to render full and loyal ser- 
vice to Canada at all times, in the 
emergency of war as well as during 
the happy times of peace. At the 
same time all present alicn residents 
who are loyal and sympathetic to 
Canada and Jaw-abiding citizens 
should be treated as Canadians. Be- 
cause of their nationality they should 
not be treated harshly or unjustly. 
And the loyal, sympathetic law-abid- 
ing among these people 
without question, the vast majority 
of their number, But those who are 
disloyal, whether aliens or British 
and Canadian born, should be de- 
ported or forced to be law-abiding. 

Any immigrant: to Cartada who is 
unwilling on entry to take an oath 
that he subscribes without reserva- 
tion to all the obligations of Cana- 
dian citizenship as they may be de- 
termined from time to time by the 
proper authorities, and that he asks 
for no ‘special consideration by rea- 
son of his language, his religious 
faith or his national customs, or who 
entertains any belief or renders al- 
legiance to any foreign potentate or 
organization or is bound in any man- 
ner whatsoever to disregard the law 
of Canada, should be denied admis- 
sion to Canada, 

Canada still needs and must have 
population. We need quantity, it is 
true, but above all we must have 
quality, and if we cannot have quality 
with quantity then quantity must be 
sacrificed. Canada can better afford 
to wait than make the mistake of 
filling up her unsettled areas with 
people who are not willing to be- 
come real, out-and-out Canadians. 
Canadian citizenship must be a prize 
to attain and value; not something to 
be given away at bargain counter

At a distance this vessel 
might pass for a gunboat. without 
guns; technically it is described as a 
steel barge. Amidships is a complete 
electric power station of 1,000 horse 
power, designed so that practically 
any type of electrical installation can 
be fed from this source. Two oil 
tanks, cach with a capacity of 20 tons 
and an electrically driven workshop 
with lathe, drilling machine, and oth- 
er repair plant, complete’ the main 
part of the equipment. While _ this 
“universal electric provider” is the di- 
rect outcome of war conditions, simi- 
lar equipments-are likely to be very 
useful in the construction of sea and 
river works. They are also worth 
considering for the permanent supply 
of electricity to*riverside towns where 
owing to the nature of the sub-soil 
and other local conditions,an ordin- 
ary power station would be difficult 
of erection on a site convenient for 
water and fuel supply. In 
parts of the world a floating oil pow- 
er electric station could probably be 
installed and run much more cheaply 
than a land station, 


May Lift Financial Blockade 


Neutral Money Markets Will Be 
Opened to Germany 


Paris, — The financial blockade 
against Germany is expected to be 
lifted as a result of negotiations go- 
ing on at Brussels, This blockade 
was applicd at the same time as the 
commercial blockade, all neutral 
being informed that 
any loans to Germany would result 
in the termination of their financial 
relations with the allies. 

Neutral bankers furnishing funds 
to Germany were similarly black- 
listed, and the result has been to vir- 
tually shut out Germany from Ahe 
money .markets. of the world. By 
railéing the blockade, neutral money 
markets will be opened to Germany 
a means of obtaining loans for 
payments for food, The Scandina- 
vian countries, particularly Den- 
mark, are said to have ‘such excep- 
tionally large resources that further 
importations of gold havé been pro- 
hibited, These large resources will 
be opened to Germany by the lifting 
of the financial blockade.

Foch Ready to Act if - 
Germany Refuses to Sign 


Military experts, under 
the direction of Marg@hal Foch, have 
been charged with the drafting of a 
report on what should be done in the 
event that Germany refuses to sign 
the treaty of peace. It is indicated 
that the methods of coercion may in- 
clude the occupation of more German 
territory, the blockade of enemy ports 
and the discontinuance of the dispatch 
of foods to Germany. 

Berlin. — In a Strikingly sober ar- 
ticle written by Edward Bernstein, 
the Vorwaerts warns the German na- 
tion of the dangers attendant upon a 
refusal to sign the terms of peace, 
and declares the world will not ab- 
solve former Emperor William and 
his advisers from responsibility for 
all the misery of the war.

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Trotzky’s Red Army 


Fitly Described as Consisting of Or- 
ganized Guerilla Bands 

London, — The Montreal Stand- 
ard has obtained the following infor- 
mation from a military correspond- 
ent in Paris: 

The latest news from 
shows that the Red army, despite 
Trotzky’s efforts as chairman of the 
army council, is most fitly described 
as consisting of well organized gueril- 
la bands. 

The infantry suffer from lack of 
rifles, munitions, and clothing, and in 
the cavalry great number of horses 
die from lack of fodder, . 

There are practically no heavy 
guns, and the field artillery are de- 
teriorating owing to careless use, No 
new guns can be obtained. 

The figure given by Trotzky of 
1,000,000 as the strength of the Red 
army is not an over-estimate, and 
his statement that by this spring he 
will have mobilized 3,000,000 men is 
also very probable. 

But there is no reason to fear that 
he will be able to put a _ -3,000,000 
army into the ficld—it lacks every- 
thing needful to arm it. 

Desertion is very rife. One So- 
viet re®iment left its barracks for the 
Finnish front 1,200 strong. At the

Melbourne, — Under the provisions 
of the war service act which is now

maximum of $3,500 from the govern- 
ment, toward obtaining their own 
homes. 

The act provides that soldiers, sail- 
ors and nurses who served abroad, 
widows and unmarried dependents of 
soldiers and sailors, and the mothers 
of soldicrs and sailors whose hus- 
bands have been “incapacitated, may 
acquire dwellings and land from the 
state on a rent purchase system at 
cost,plus five per cent. The pay- 
ments may’be made weekly or month¢ 
ly, and can extend over a period: of 
from 20 to 37 years.

“Had I my life to live over again 
probably I shouJd inake the same 
mistakes that I have made; but I 
should certainly try to avoid some of 
them.

“If I were twenty-one again 1 
should do everything I possibly 
could to improve my education, to 
broaden my reading. Knowledge is 
power. I should be as keen on ath- 
letics and as keen a student of Na- 
ture, and should probably follow the 
same hobbies. Also, I’é do every- 
thing possible to get a sound busi- 
ness training, 


“As a matter of fact, before I was 
twenty-one I had a_ fine _ business 
training with a large firm in my home 
town in Herefordshire, and it has al- 
ways stood me in good stead. Long 
before I was twenty-one I had my 
first experience and my first training 
in Christian work. When still in my 
teens I ran what we called a ‘Tem- 
perance Booth’ for the benefit of the 
show people who invaded the town 
for the annual May fair. 


“It was when I was twenty-one that 
I first joined the Y.M.C.A., and this 
is how it happened: I had been fall 
up with other work and had refused 
the constant requests that I should 
join the local association. For years 
it had a chequered existence and 
then the crisis came. A meeting of 
the members was called to wind up 
the ¥.M.C.A. because it was simply 
overwhelmed with debt. Most of the 
members could not afford to - help 
pay off the debt.. A friend of mine 
asked me if I cowld drop some of my 
other work and go to the aid of the 
Y.M.C.A, 

“That was how I first came 
touch with the association that 
since given me my life work. 

“Tf I were twenty-one again—I say 
it deliberatelyand. without cant or 
humbug—I would again entrust my 
life with all its limitations and all its 
possibilities to One of whom it has 
been said: ‘ 

‘Closer is he than breathing, 
Nearer than hands or feet.’ 

“If I were twenty-one again today, 
I should have been in the army. Al- 
though we mourn the loss of those 
bright young lives that have been 
offered up as the supreme _ sacrifice, 
yet we realize at the same time that 
many a young fellow of twenty-one 
has done morc for his country in the 
few months he consecrated to the 
fight for right than many_of us have 
been able to achieve in a decade, or 
in a lifetime.

Marscilles. — The steamer Couirah 
has arrived here from Odessa — with 
450 French civilian refugees on board. 

Several of the repatriated men said 
that when*they left Odessa, terror 
reigned, In the carrying out of their 
maltreatment of the people, they de- 
clared, the Bolsheviki had resorted 
to the use of Chinamen, the most sav- 
age of these people being used, 
was asserted that a man named Sayis- 
ki, an engincer Kronstadt, was 
slashed with knives all over his body 
and then compelled to sit on a pan 
of hot coals. He was burned to 
death in the presence .of his wife, 
who later died from shock. 

Other Chinamen, the repatriated 
men said, dug holes in which land- 
owners were buried, Other  land- 
owners were drowned, stones having 
been tied .about their necks | before 
they were thrown into the water. Any 
person suspected of anti-Bolsheviki 
tendencies was shot down in the 
streets by the Chinese, it was de- 
clared. 


Feeding Russia

Paris. — Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, head 
of the commission to feed Russia, is 
having difficulty in getting in touch 
with Nikolai Leninc, the Russian Bol- 
sheviki premier, concerning the  re- 
victualling of Russia, on condition 
that the Bolsheviki cease hostilities. 

The wireless service of the entente 
countries is- apparently not available 
and a messenger will be sent to Nor- 
way to communicate Dr. Nansen’s 
messages to Moscow.

For Poultry 


Demand for Poultry Products Will 
Be on the Increase a 

A French poultry expert, according 
to advices received by the Canadian 
trade commission, states that there is 
an urgent need in France for 3,000,- 
000 breeding hens at present. It is 
estimated that egg and poultry pro- 
duction there in the last four years 
has decreased 50%. Over 6,000 hens 
have been given by British traders to 
help the restoration work in north- 
ern France, 

Conditions in Poland are said to be 
such that hundreds of thousands of 
fowls are wanted, and British experts 
are advocating that the newer breeds 
be at once introduced into the de- 
vastated areas. 

The trade commission sfiggests to 
poultry men and farmers a continu- 
ance of the greater production cam- 
paign of last year. The cheapening 
of feedstuffs is in their favor. 

Canadian exports of eggs in 1918 
roundly totalled 4,000,000 dozen, one- 
half the quantity exported  sixtcen 
years ago. Great Britain alone be- 
fore the war imported™ 190,000,000 
dozen annually. - 

One broad idea which the trade 
commission is trying. to impress on 
the agricultural and manufacturing in- 
terests is that the present emergency 
demand in Europe should be regard- 
ed as the stepping stone to perma- 
nent trade.

drive the Turks from the newly form- 
ed republic; Their requests for. the 
occupation of Armenia by allied 
troops has brought from the peace 
conference, according to Avetis Ah- 
rounian, president of the Armenian 
delegation, only promises of consid- 
eration, , 

A report just reccived by him from 
the Armenian foreign minister de- 
celares that the Turkish menace is in- 
creasing daily and that unless radical 
measures aré adopted there can’ be 
no other result than domination of 
the country by the Turks. Grave 
apprehension is felt that this would 
be accompanied by massacre. ° 

M. Ahrouniati declares that the 
Turks, have failed to carry out the 
terms of the armistice, which pro- 
vided for withdrawal of their forces.

One & the beat reasons for supporting 
the Red Triangle fund throughout the 
country is that. the Y. M.O.A. ig organiz- 
ing an effort to extend its usefulness into 
the small towns and country districts. 
Everyone knows how much good the 
Y.M.O.A. did at the front; how it spent 
hundreds of thousands of dollare on 
athletic equipment; theatres, cinemas, 
shows, concert parties, books and mag- 
azines, and many other comforts for the 
fighting soldiers, ‘The canteens of the 
Y.M.C.A. were operated at exactly the 
same scale of prices to the soldiers as 
the army canteens, but in addition to 
that the Y.M.O0.A, gave back to the 
battalions in the corps area in Frante five 
per cent, of the gross sales in their can- 
teens to be used im providing special com- 
forts for tne men, 

In addition to the chaplain service, the 
Canadiau Y.M.C.A. was the mainstay of 
the morals of the Canadian army. It did 
a work which no other organization could 
have accomplished, and scores of thou- 
sands of Canadian soldiers are to-day re- 
turning to their own country better men 
because the Y,M.C‘A. was with them at 
the front. 

And now the Y.M.C.A. finds that its 
work is actually increased with the clos- 
ing of the war. During demobilization 
the Y.M.C.A. is even a more important 
factor than during the fighting. Every 
troopship coming back has its Y.M.C.A 
representative with games, gramaphone, 
lantern, books and magazines and writing 
paper, and everything else that a soldier 
can necd. Every troop train crossing 
the continent is similarly supplied. In 
fact, the military expenses gf the Y.M.C.A. 
in 1919 throughout Canada and on the 
troopships will be $1,000,000. 

In addition to its military activities, 
the Y.M.C.A, is endeavouring to extend 
its system of entertainment and traming 
throughout the country districts, par- 
ticularly in connection with the work 
among the boys, and is undertaking a 
regular campaign with this end in view. 
Such an effort shouid have the generous 
support Of the country.
